We  were  then  scheduled  for  two  more  sessions  - but  at  both  they  lacked  the  supermajority  of 
12  members  required  for  the  ordinance.  They  did  finally  adopt  it  just  before  recess,  but  it  was 
after  our  last  possible  day  to  make  County  rolls. 

Ordinance  of  Intention  = 4 council  meetings.  It  was  awful. 

Thankfully  this  week  went  smoothly.  No  protests,  no  continuances.  Consent  at  both  hearings. 

But  thank  you  for  your  support  and  for  being  a reference  for  me  as  well  - it  is  deeply 
appreciated!

Dear  Kent: 

I thought  you'd  be  happy  to  know  that  South  Park  II  is  now  official.  The  ordinance  was 
adopted  today. 

Our  MDP/ER  went  through  only  two  rounds  of  edits  plus  a handful  of  last-minute  text  edits. 

We  would  have  made  the  regular  rolls  if  Council  had  had  12  members  present  in  any  of 
several  sessions  prior  to  recess.  We  went  to  Council  and  were  continued  three  times  on  our 
Ordinance  of  Intention  - not  for  any  issues,  but  for  lack  of  members.  That  was  a tough  pill 
to  swallow  given  that  we  opened  and  closed  our  petition  drive  in  just  16  days! 

We  balloted  at  85.39%  approval,  with  only  six  no  votes  (all  people  we  failed  to  reach  during 
initial  outreach  and  petition/ballot  outreach.).  We  look  at  them  as  an  opportunity  for 
education  and  conversion  :) 

Here's  to  closing  the  BID  gap!
